Angora at that time was a forti- 
fied Asiatic village, renowned for 
its Seljue and its Roman rel¥es, and 
particularly the testament of 
carved on stone slabs 
which adorned some of the walls, 
was primitive and 
non-progressive as it was possibile, 
imagine.
